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Continuation of 13. Other: The pending claim amendments and arguments submitted therewith, describe an association between the 
player and the sensing device but MOT the nature of this "association". Specifically the use of the prior art systems would require an 
association between the user and the sensing device based on the use of the sensing device by the user. Such association would 
necessarily extend to the determination of the telecommunication address of the entrant from the sensing device ID and the player's 
association therewith. Alternatively stated and as best understood the applicant would hold that the sensing device is -unqiue- to each 
user, however the proposed amendments broadly describes this as an "association" and would not separate from the prior art systems and 
methods wherein a sensing device would be associated with a plurality of users and each particular user only during their use of what could 
be fairly characterized as a communal sensing device. 
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
